EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' amendment filed on Feb. 4, 2008. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-10 have been amended. Claims 11-13 have been canceled. 
Accordingly, claims 1-10 are pending in this application. 

Applicants' cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawing and specification are 
appreciated. 

Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on Feb. 4, 2008 and march 12, 2004. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a scroll compressor having first 
and second communicating means, and a radial fan and a balancer that rotate together with the 
rotor are provided on an upper end side of the rotor wherein the radial fan has a plurality of 
blades formed radially in a range of approximately 180° opposed to the balancer so as to have a 
height smaller than a height of the balancer, and a fan cap including a fan cover portion covering 
top faces of the blades and an engagement portion fixed to the upper end side of the rotor. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
